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QUEEN ANNE’S ENGLISH SILVER COINAGE 
— THE LOWER VALUES

This study brings a new perspective to the coins of Queen 
Anne heretofore known as ‘“‘“Maundy Money” - the silver penny, 
2 pence, 3 pence, and groat. These coins, while possibly used 
for distribution at the Maundy service, were in fact a staple part 
of the coinage. And while there were a total of 11 bust punches 
used to make the dies for these four values, none of them can 
be assigned to Edinburgh. Further, the four pieces, often 
thought of as a ‘set’ have peculiarities which place the groat 
and 3 pence quite apart from the two pence and penny. And, 
a point which has not received sufficient clarification before: 
the delineation of the Union of England and Scotland is as 
clear and intentional on the four lowest silver values as it is 
on the 6 pence and values above that. 

It is remarkable that so fundamental a part of the coinage as 
these lower values in silver has never before been classified in 
detail. 


The purpose of this paper is to establish whether differences 
of style and legend, as they occur on the ““Maundy Money” of 
Queen Anne, are of any numismatic consequence. From time 
to time various varieties have been listed in the standard ref- 
erences, but the four lowest silver values of Anne (actually the 
lower silver values of the entire milled coinage to the middle of 
the reign of George III) have never been considered very im- 
portant, neither as money of the realm nor as numismatic pieces 
which could shed some light on the coinage as a whole. I found 
the answers both surprising and obvious. An examination of 
a relatively small number of specimens, but including a com- 
plete set, revealed an orderly use of many punches, some very 
old by the time Queen Anne came to the throne, and a pattern 
of style in portraiture which was probably no accident. 

My investigation has considered the punches from which the 
dies were made, the actual coins (illustrating not only the make- 
up of the dies, but the pairings), the coinage of the period as 
a whole, and a survey of the literature. Not only the complete 
“Maundy Money” of Anne, but Anne’s other coins, particularly 
the larger silver values, and the ‘““Maundy Money” of the period 
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from James II to that of George III, have all been considered. 

A few abbreviations have been used for describing punches. 
They are of the following form: Number, one or two letters, 
and a final number. The first number represents the value for 
which the punch was principally intended. The letters repres- 
ent: B - bust, C - crown, N - numeral, and CN - crown and 
numeral. The final number is the specific number of the punch. 
The third bust punch used for the groat would be 4B3. 

I wish to thank Mr. Q. David Bowers for allowing me to 
photograph many of the pieces illustrated here.

Bust Punch 4B1. The fillet is double banded, the hair above the 
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forehead extends fully to the lower edge of the top band of 
the fillet. The hair at the very back of the head is a contin- 
ous strand from the ear to the bow. 

Bust Punch 4B2. The fillet is double banded, the hair above the 
forehead does not quite reach the lower edge of the top band 
of the fillet. The hair at the back of the head is made up of 
two large curls. The similarity of Punch 4B1 and 4B2 is strik- 
ing, but I believe they are entirely distinct, and not a case of 
4B2 being a reworked state of 4B1. 

Bust Punch 4B8. The fillet is not double banded, but plain. 
The two curls at the top of the head are quite unnatural, 
standing rather stiffly. One curls forward, one curls to the 
back. 

Bust Punch 4B4. The fillet is plain. Only one curl extends 
above the head, and it is shaped somewhat like a figure 8 
leaning toward the back. Unlike all of the previous punches, 
the brooch is plain, without a separate center and oval frame.

Crown and Numeral Punch 4CN1 Crown and Numeral Punch 4CN2 


Crown and Numeral Punch 4CN1. The numeral 4 is formed 
with a diagonal bar at an angle very close to 45 degrees. The 
serif at the base is rather stubby, and the right side of it is cut 
at a slight angle. The arches of the crown are ornamented 
with leaflike flourishes, two on each side, turned toward the 
center. The fleur-de-lis and the center cross within the arches 
are not a part of the punch, but are individually sunk into 
each die. 
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Crown and Numeral Punch 4CN2. The 4 is formed with a dia- 
gonal bar approximately 60 degrees from the horizontal. The 
arches of the crown are ornamented with dots simulating 
jewels. Six dots appear on each arch. I believe the fleur-de- 
lis and the central cross within the arches are an integral part 
of the crown punch.

Bust Punch 3Bl. The fillet is double banded, but there is a 
shallow groove suggestive of a third band along the lower 
portion of the fillet. Two curls occur on top of the head, 
one ending in a curl to the front, one ending in a curl to the 
back. The brooch is ornamental, containing a center and an 
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oval frame. This is the only 3 pence punch to do so, with the 
exception of the 1713 die made from the 4 pence bust punch 
ABB. 

Bust Punch 3B2. The fillet is triple banded, but the distinction 
between the bands is very slight. Two curls appear above the 
head, one partly obscuring the other. The curls are complete 
loops, without obvious ends. The brooch is plain. 

Bust Punch 3B3. The fillet is plain, but slightly ribbed. Only 
the beginning of a curl can be seen on the top of the head. 
The two forward-most strands of hair above the forehead are 
bold, the first being quite long and reaching very nearly fo 
the top of the entire portrait. The two ends of the tie are 
completely separate from the hair knot. The top of the head, 
behind the fillet, is covered by 4 distinct strands of hair, the 
uppermost being quite short. 

Bust Punch 3B4. The distinct feature of this bust punch is the 
hair curl at the top of the head. It appears like a single curl 
in the shape of an ‘S’ lying on its side. The fillet appears 
plain, and slightly wider at the lower end than at the top of 
the head. 





Bust Punch 3B5 Crown and Numeral Punch 3CN1 


Bust Punch 3B5. This punch is very much like punch 3B3, with 
the tiny projection of a curl at the top of the head. It does 
differ, however, in the curls directly above the forehead, 
which are rather indistinct and only about half as high as 
those immediately behind. Also, the two tie ends are very 
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nearly attached to the hair knot. Three distinct strands of 
hair cover the top of the head behind the fillet. It appears 
possible, although I believe unlikely, that this is a reworked 
state of punch 3B3. 

Bust Punch 4B38. This punch, from the 4 pence series, was used 
to make at least 1 die for the 3 pence. It occurs on only part 
of the coinage of 3 pences in the year 17138. I have not seen 
this coin, but it is pictured in ESC, 3rd ed., p. 165, as an 
illustration of a typical 3 pence. 

Crown and Numeral Punch 3CN1. Only one numeral punch 
was used to produce all of the 3 pence reverse dies of this 
reign. The figure 3 is bold, and the top line of the top stroke 
is slightly curved and almost precisely matches the curve of 
the crown directly above it. The fleur-de-lis and the central 
cross below the arches of the crown are not part of the crown 
punch, but were sunk into the dies individually.

Bust Punch 2B1. Only one bust punch was used for the entire 
coinage of 2 pence pieces. It is characterized by a plain 
fillet and no curls projecting above the top of the head. 

Crown Punch 2C1. This crown has two ornaments on each 
arch. Not only the fleur-de-lis and central cross below the 
arches, but the cross above the arches, are separate from this 
punch. Although it apparently always occurs paired with 
numeral punch 2N1, it is not an integral punch. 

Numeral Punch 2N1. The numeral 2 is formed with a base 
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stroke which is wedge-shaped, quite straight along its top 
surface and of such shape that, if projected to the front 
portion of the numeral, would come to a sharp point. 





Crown and Numeral Punch 2CN2 


Crown and Numeral Punch 2CN2. The crown has dots repre- 
senting jewels on the arches. The fleur-de-lis and the crosses 
are all integral parts of the punch. The numeral 2 is larger 
than on the previous punch, and the base is thicker. The top 
line of the base is slightly curved at its right end, forming a 
slight serif to the numeral. 





Bust Punch I1B1 Crown and Numeral Punch ICNI1 


Bust Punch 1B1. Only one bust punch appears on the penny. 
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It is characterized by no curls projecting above the head, and 
by a fillet which appears to have a wavy line down its center. 

Crown and Numeral Punch 1CN1. Only a single punch was 
used to produce all of the penny reverse dies of this reign. 
The numeral 1 is characterized by longer serifs to the right, 
both top and bottom, and the lower one on the right is 
sharply pointed. The crown contains integral crosses and 
fleur-de-lis.

CHARACTERISTICS OF THE 4 PENCE. 


There are 4 distinct bust punches and 2 crown and numeral 
punches used on this denomination. The use of the bust 
punches appears to progress from 4B1 to 4B4 in order, the lone 
exception noted is that of a 4B2 being reused in 1708. (It is 
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uncertain whether the punch was reused, or an old die was put 
back into service.) 

While the obverse punches (and dies) were naturally limited 
to use within the reign of Queen Anne, such was not the case 
with the reverse punches. The first appearance of 4CN1 occurs 
at least as early as 1700, in the reign of William III. The punch 
was in active service from that date until the end of the 1709 
coinage, when it was temporarily retired. It was reused to make 
the reverses of George I’s groats, beginning with his first issue of 
1717 and continuing at least to 1723.

Crown and Numeral Punch 4CN2 was only used on the two 
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issues of 1710 and 1713. 

All reverse stops are single dots and all dates, as they appear 
on the coins, include a J-shaped 1 and a straight diagonal stroke 
to the 7. (William III’s 4 pence of 1701 has a J-shaped 1, but 
the odd 4 pence of 1702 has a J-shaped 1). 

Variations in the reverse legend occur in three instances. The 
first reads MAG.BR.FR.ET.HIB.REG.1703. (or 1704. or 1705.), 
the second MAG.BR.FRA.ET.HIB.REG.1706., and the third 
MAG.BRI.FR.ET.HIB.REG.1708. (or 1709., 1710., or 1713.). 

There are no overdates known within this series.

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OTTOMAN EMPIRE OVERDATES

The subject of overdates among the coinage of the Ottoman 
Empire has not been dealt with in any fashion, to my knowl- 
ledge. Having studied these coins for some years, I have been 
surprised at the lack of overdates. Searching through several 
thousand of my own coins had not indicated the presence of 
any overdated coins. I finally contented myself that no over- 
dates existed. This seemed to be in strange contradiction to 
the variety and unstableness of the coinage. Now, however, I 
am able to report the existence of two overdates. Hopefully, 
this will stimulate others to examine their collections and 
report the existence of any additional ones. I sincerely hope 
that collectors discovering new varieties will correspond with 
this writer. 

The two overdated coins reported here were struck 125 years 
apart, the first in 1780 AD and the second in 1905 AD. It 
would seem reasonable to suppose that overdates exist within 
this period. To date my search has proved fruitless, other than 
these two coins.

Figure 1 illustrates the obverse of the 2 zoltas of Mustafa III. 
The inscription reads (from top to bottom and from right to 
left), “The Sultan Mustafa, son of Ahmed Lord, May his King- 
dom endure, struck in Islambul 1171 (AH).” The reverse 
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inscription (figure 2) reads, ‘“‘Sultan of the two lands, Sultan 
of the two seas, the Sultan son of the Sultan.” The year of 
reign during which the coin was struck is indicated by the 
Arabic numeral at the left in the third line of inscription from 
the top. In this case it is 8, an inverted V. However, a closer 
inspection of the regnal year reveals a regular V underneath. 
The Arabic symbol for seven is the regular V, so here we have 
an 8 over 7. The coin was struck in 1780 AD, or the 8th year 
of the reign of Mustafa III who ascended to the throne in 1171 
AH, as shown on the obverse of the coin. W.D. Craig’s Coins 
of the World, (2nd edition) lists this coin type on page 436 as 
No. 47 of Turkey. Nuri Pere’s Osmanlilarda Madeni Paralar 
lists the type coin as No. 6382.

The overdated coin shown in Figure 3 and 4 is a 5 kurus 
(piastres) silver coin of Abdul Hamid II who ascended to the 
throne in 1876 AD (1293 AH). Beneath the tugra on the 
obverse (figure 3) is the regnal year of the Sultan, in this case 
31. So this coin was struck in the 31st year of the reign of 
Abdul Hamid II or in 1905 AD. Close inspection of the regnal 
year date reveals the existence of a dot beneath the stroke of 
the 1 in 31. The Arabic numeral system uses a dot to indicate 
a zero. So we have here an overdate of 31 over 30. The 
reverse of the coin is shown in figure 4. Note the size of the 
accession year date of 1293 AH. R. Yeoman’s Modern World 
Coins, (10th edition) lists this type coin on page 474 as No. 34.

For comparison, figures 5 and 6 illustrate the year 30 
5 kurus (piastre) coin. Figure 5 shows that the dot for the 
zero is in the same position as on the overdated coin (figure 3). 
The size of the accession year 1293 in figure 6 of the year 30 
exceeds that of the accession year in figure 4.

In figures 7 and 8 the year 31 without overdate is shown. 
Figure 7 shows that on the regular dated coin the stroke of 
the 1 in 31 is somewhat longer, extending to a higher position 
than on the overdated coin (figure 3). In figure 8 the accession 
year 1293 is much the same size as the accession year shown 
in figure 4. All this would seem to indicate that the obverse 
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die of the overdated coin (figure 3) was made from the regular 
die of year 30, while the reverse die (figure 4) matches that of 
the year 31 reverse (figure 8).

The last two figures, 9 and 10, are enlargements of the 
overdates on the coins, figure 9 showing that of the 2 zoltas 
of Mustafa III, and figure 10 showing that of the 5 kurus 
(piastres) of Abdul Hamid II. 


Specifics of the coins are as follows: 

Figures 1 and 2. Mustafa III, 2 zoltas, 1171 AH, year 
8 over 7, (1780 AD), weight of 29.22 
grams and diameter of 44.3 millimeters. 

Figures 8 and 4. Abdul Hamid II, 5 kurus (piastres), 1293 
AH, year 31 over 30, (1905 AD), weight 
of 6.10 grams and diameter of 24 milli- 
meters. 

Figures 5 and 6. Abdul Hamid II, 5 kurus (piastres), 1293 
AH, year 30, (1904 AD), weight of 6.04 
grams and diameter of 24 millimeters. 

Figures 7 and 8. Abdul Hamid II, 5 kurus (piastres), 1293 
AH, year 31, (1905 AD), weight of 6.02 
grams and diameter of 24 millimeters.
